Why isn’t there a bigger 
lesbian scene in Boystown?

Boystown is packed with bars that cater 
to men, but there isn’t a single full-time 
lesbian establishment to be found. 

Is there even a lesbian community in 
the neighborhood? 

The answer, residents say, is no. And 
yes. 

The lesbian club scene is found in float- 
ing events traveling in and out of primar- 
ily gay male bars, said Tracy Baim, editor 
of the book “Out and Proud in Chicago” 
and publisher of the LGBT weekly news- 
paper Windy City Times. 

A full-time lesbian bar would not sur- 
vive in Boystown, Baim said, because for 
the most part the lesbian community 
doesn’t socialize the way gay men do or go

to bars as frequently. 

Events such as monthly women’s nights 
at Spin and Circuit nightclubs bring in 
guest DJs and lesbian-geared production 
companies, but most events that draw 
women in Boystown are marketed as co- 
gender. 

Spin has been the target of a boycott 
among some in the LGBT community af- 
ter a February incident during a concert 
in which some alleged that discrimina- 
tory activity took place. 

“There’s this sort of split in the lesbian 


community [among] those who do and 
don’t go to Spin,” said lesbian events blog- 
ger and Boystown resident DeDe Deylnn, 
29. 

Spin manager Robert Hoffman told 
RedEye in an e-mail that his bar always 
has welcomed everyone, citing activi- 
ties such as the girl’s shower contest and 
Fish Tank night, a women’s event the club 
has hosted every month for more than 
14 years. 

Circuit’s regular women’s night, Circuit 
Girl, arguably is the most popular Boys- 
town event for women, Deyinn said. 

“They’ve had a rough coming-up back 
when they started,” Deylnn said. “But the 
last few times I’ve been to Circuit it was 
packed— it’s a great space, though, with a 
good fusion [of people]}.”

Mother: Son’s 
shooting death 
‘unbelievable’

A suspect was being questioned Thursday in the fatal 
shooting of a 16-year-old boy in Englewood, Chicago po- 
lice said. 

No charges had been filed as of press time, police said. 

Anthony Cox was shot in the chest shortly before 
7 a.m. in the 700 block of West 66th Place, a block from 
his home, according to police. 

His family and friends believe Cox’s brother was the 
target but that the gunman turned on him. Police believe 
the shooting was gang-related. 

Cox was out riding his motor bike when he was ap- 
proached by the gunman on a bicycle, relatives said. 

His mother, Cheryl Smith, said her son begged for his 
life before the gunman opened fire. 

“Tt’s unbelievable,” Smith said on the front porch of her 
home. 

Cox, one of seven children, was known as “Uh-Uh” or 
“Smiley” because of his ever-present smile. 

“All you [saw] was teeth,” Smith said. “You couldn't 
even tell if he was mad or not.” 

Cox’s family and friends said he attended Robeson 
High School, 6835 S. Normal Blvd., but a Chicago Public 
Schools spokeswoman said he left there in April.

Officer remembered

In an uplifting memorial celebrating Chicago Police Officer 
Thor Soderberg’s life, his wife shared stories of a man who 
enjoyed 43 years of laughter, love and adventure. 

“And making fun of the rest of us in the world,” Jennifer 
Loudon said Thursday. 

Hundreds of Chicago police officers came to Rockefell- 
er Memorial Chapel at the University of Chicago for the 
memorial, arriving by bus, in squad cars and on foot to re- 
member the officer gunned down last week outside a police 
building. 

Loudon, who wore Soderberg’s favorite dress to the ser- 
vice, told how much her husband loved being a Chicago po- 
lice officer. 

“You guys, cover your ears please,” she said to a room of 
some 1,600 family, friends and police officers. “I think he 


would have done it for free.” 

If someone told Soderberg he would have died in the line 
of duty at age 43, he wouldn't have changed a thing, Loudon 
said. “He would have done it anyway,” she said. “That’s who 
he was.” 

The entrance to the stone chapel was lined by men and 
women in kilts playing bagpipes and striking oversized 
drums. 

Uniformed officers huddled together to talk about So- 
derberg, and cadets reflected on the lessons Soderberg had 
taught them at the training academy. 

The 11-year department veteran had been on temporary 
assignment to a task force aimed at combating youth vio- 
lence. He was killed July 7 after Bryant Brewer, 24, snatched 
Soderberg’s gun and fatally shot the officer as he left work, 
police said.

New cap halting oil flow 


Gg NEW ORLEANS A highly anticipated 
test designed to measure pressure 
within BP’s ruptured Gulf of Mexico 
oil well finally began Thursday, and for 
the first time in nearly three months, oil 
stopped flowing into the Gulf. 

The move was lauded by a variety of of- 
ficials as a positive step, accompanied by a 
strong note of caution that the cutoff sim- 
ply was part of the test, as BP and govern- 
ment experts try to assess how the well is 
holding up. 

The test got under way after two days of 
delays, first as government scientists scruti- 
nized testing procedures and then as BP re- 
placed a leaking piece of equipment known 
as a choke line. 

The data are being particularly closely 
scrutinized at six-hour intervals.

Friday’s release of the psycho-action-drama- 
thriller “Inception” is shrouded in narrative 
mystery. Still, someone should be able to ex- 
plain what it’s about, right? Right? 

“Please don’t ask any questions,” pleads ac- 
tress Ellen Page, who’s in the movie. “Don’t 
look at anything, don’t sniff around. Just go 
see it.” 

Lucky for Warner Bros., 
Page doesn’t work in its mar- 
keting department, which 
is doing a pretty good job of 
not giving away the plot to 
the movie, a complex action thriller starring 
Leonardo DiCaprio as an agent who invades 
people’s dreams. “Inception” is poised to be- 
come one of the bigger hits of the summer 
and is being advertised via effects-heavy trail- 
ers and oblique references. 

“T’ve been interested in dreams my whole 
life,” said director Christopher Nolan, who 
created a blockbuster hit with his nightmar- 
ish “The Dark Knight” and based “Inception” 
on his own original script. 

“I think, really, for me the primary inter- 
est in dreams and in making this film was this 
notion that when you're asleep, you create an 
entire world,” Nolan said. “It’s something I 
found fascinating.” 

Co-starring Marion Cotillard, Joseph 
Gordon-Levitt and Tom Hardy, “Inception” 
also is a bit of an oxymoron: a thinking per- 
son’s summer movie. Roughly speaking, Di- 
Caprio’s group of dream “extractors” steal 
secrets for their clients from unconscious 
others. Charged instead with implanting an 
idea, they wind up crossing multiple, overlap- 
ping realities (or unrealities) that were shot in 
six locales, including Tangier and Calgary. 

Any trailer that would adequately explain 
this story would be 15 minutes long. 

“It’s certainly difficult to balance market-

ing a film and wanting to keep it fresh for the 
audience,” Nolan said. “My most enjoyable 
moviegoing experiences have been going to 
see something where you don’t know every- 
thing about it, you don’t know every plot 
turn. I want to be surprised and entertained 
by a movie, and that’s what we’re trying to do. 
But, obviously, we also have to sell the film.” 

DiCaprio, who plays Cobb, 
chief infiltrator of the uncon- 
scious, admires Nolan’s nerve. 

“Few directors in this in- 
dustry would pitch to a studio 
a multilayered, at times exis- 
tential, high-action, high-drama surreal film 
that’s sort of locked in his mind, and get the 
opportunity to do that,” he said. “And it’s a 
testament to the work he’s done in the past, 
like ‘Memento’ and ‘Insomnia.’ He’s able to 
portray these highly complicated plot struc- 
tures and get the audience fully engaged in the 
process.” 

Never mind that “Memento” was virtu- 
ally an indie release and “Insomnia” was a re- 
make: It’s “The Dark Knight”— No. 3 among 
all-time domestic moneymakers—that has 
given Nolan his clout and has whipped up so 
much anticipation for “Inception.” The direc- 
tor may be as much an attraction as any of his 
stars, including DiCaprio. 

“T don’t really question that,” DiCaprio said. 
He picks a script, he said, “if I feel I can be of 
service to the role, and it emotionally engages 
me and, obviously, if I feel the director has the 
capacity to pull off the ambitious nature of 
whatever they’re trying to do. I guess a lot of 
my films have been more serious in tone, but 
that’s something I don’t try to deny. 

“I’m a very fortunate person,” he adds. “T 
get to choose the movies I want to do. ... I re- 
alize every day how lucky I am to have that 
opportunity. So while I’m here, I’m going to 
do exactly what I want.”

Director Christopher Nolan spent 10 years 
turning an idea about how dreams can be an 
entry points for others to steal information 
or plant ideas into the mind-blowing feature 
film “Inception.”

How did the story change during the decade 
you were writing it?

That took 
me a long time to do. I sort of grew into the 
film in a sense. I had the heist thing. I had 
the relationship between the architect and 
dreams. All of those things were in place for 
several years, but it took me a long time to 
sort of find this idea of emotionally connect- 
ing with the story. 


Scripts for your previous movies have been 
based on short stories, other movies or 
comic books. Was it different with “Incep- 
tion” because it’s your original screenplay? 
The interesting thing about an original

concept is that— particularly with the 10-year 
gap from my initial set of ideas to finishing the 
script—by the time you get there, you've lived 
with the idea so long, it really isn’t that differ- 
ent from working with someone else’s story. 


This film includes everything from 

alove story to a James Bond-style battle. 
Why so many different dream locations? 
For me, when you look at the idea of being 
able to create a limitless world and use it as 
almost a playground for action and adventure, 
I naturally gravitate toward cinematic worlds, 
whether it’s the Bond worlds or things like 
that. As I was writing, I certainly allowed my 
mind to wander where it would naturally. 


What kind of dreams do you have? 

At various times in my life, I’ve had the 
experience of lucid dreams, which is a big 
feature of “Inception.” It’s the notion of real- 
izing you're in a dream and therefore trying 
to change it or manipulate it in some way. 
That’s a very striking experience for people 
who have it.

The buzz: Massive. The latest from 
writer-director Christopher Nolan is the 
movie everyone's been waiting for.

“Inception” is a 
slambitious manchievement, a complex 
maze within a maze that trusts viewers

Young Hollywood’s 
smart dynamic duo

These days, the term “young Hollywood” 
conjures images of pouty, plastic starlets be- 
ing chased down L.A.’s Robertson Boulevard 
by paparazzi and probation officers, but re- 
cently the soulful side of young Hollywood 
made an appearance at a corner deli. 

“Hi, Joe,” Ellen Page said with a faraway 
smile as Joseph Gordon-Levitt gave her a hug. 

Page and Gordon-Levitt are co-stars in 
Christopher Nolan’s “Inception,” the percep- 
tion-bending heist movie that opens Friday 
amid high expectations and strong early re- 
views. Leonardo DiCaprio leads an extremely 
deep cast— there are seven Oscar nominees in 
the film—but Nolan says Page and Gordon- 
Levitt more than held their own. 

“They were simply outstanding,” the direc- 
tor said. “Their performances are key to the 
film and some of the best work I’ve seen.” 

Gordon-Levitt and Page are interesting be- 
cause, in an era when vacuous celebrity is as- 
cendant, they are talented actors of serious am- 
bition. Of course, both of them roll their eyes 
at the expectations and even pretensions that 
come with that sort of statement. But they also 
talk articulately about their frustrations with 
the media and the paradoxes of stardom. 

Nova Scotia native Page made her screen 
debut at age 10 in a Canadian TV movie and 
turned 23 a week after this Valentine’s Day. 
She was nominated for an Academy Award 
for her performance as a pregnant high school 
student in the 2007 film “Juno,” and before 
that startled audiences in the 2005 movie 
“Hard Candy,” in which she portrays a teenag- 
er who traps and tortures a man she suspects 
is a sexual predator. 

Gordon-Levitt, 29, grew up in Sherman 
Oaks, Calif., and, from ages 15 to 20, in front 
of America, thanks to “3rd Rock From the 
Sun,” the loopy alien sitcom that ran for six 


seasons. With considerable trepidation, he 
left the cast and acting to pursue studies at 
Columbia University. The time in New York 
propelled him back toward acting in 2004 
with a resolve to work only in high-quality and 
indie fare. His work in “Brick,” “Stop-Loss” 
and, especially, ““00) Days of Summer” has 
given a new trajectory to his career and made 
him restless at the same time. 

“The best path for anyone is to just trust 
yourself, do what you believe in and don’t try 
to cater to executives or whatever big compa- 
ny is going to give you a job at that moment,” 
Gordon-Levitt said. 

In the film, Page plays Ariadne, a gifted ar- 
chitecture student in Paris who is recruited 
by a mysterious man named Dom Cobb (Di- 
Caprio) for his corporate espionage team, 
which invades the dreams of billionaires via a 
strange contraption and drugs. 

The production required Gordon-Levitt to 
do grueling combat scenes in a spinning cor- 
ridor, and he finished some days bruised and 
battered. 

Perhaps more challenging for both actors 
was holding the screen in the company of vet- 
erans such as DiCaprio, Michael Caine, Mar- 
ion Cotillard, Ken Watanabe, Tom Berenger 
and Pete Postlethwaite. 

Gordon-Levitt doesn’t see his participation 
in a $160 million summer film as a surrender 
to the mainstream because “Inception” flies 
in the face of most popcorn-film conventions. 

“Mr. Nolan is a beautiful example of some- 
one doing exactly what they want to do,” 
Gordon-Levitt said. “This movie wasn’t de- 
veloped by committee. ... I think that goes 
to show that more than ever, there’s room for 
quality and challenging things to become pop- 
ular. Sure, there’s still a lot of stupid stuff out 
there, but things are changing, I think. And 
I'd say that Ellen and I are also examples.”

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Cage, a nut everyone can love

Nicolas Cage is one nutty actor. 

The man has spent his career being some- 
thing of an eccentric, unpredictable thespi- 
an, peppering his performances with offbeat 
character quirks, unusual line readings and 
the occasional, out-of-nowhere manic out- 
burst. 

In 1984’s “Birdy,” Cage had two of his teeth 
pulled to play a wounded Vietnam vet. As the 
high-school sweetheart to Kathleen Turner’s 
time-traveling teenybopper in the 1986 film 
“Peggy Sue Got Married,” Cage adopted a na- 
sally voice picked up from Gumby’s sidekick 
Pokey. 

Any true Cage fan remembers his bugnuts- 
insane, tour-de-force turn in the 1989 movie 
“Vampire’s Kiss,” where he played a Manhat- 
tan yuppie who thinks he’s been bitten by a 
seductive vampire (Jennifer Beals). Apart 
from the usual yelling and hammy overacting, 
there is also that stomach-churning moment 
when he eats a live cockroach. 

All these strange, cinematic moments 
prompt the question: Where did all this come 
from? 


You have to go back to Cage’s childhood. 

Cage was the youngest of three sons, 
born to mathematician August Coppola and 
dancer Joy Vogelsang. Mom was so chroni- 
cally depressed she began seeing things; that 
led to her being institutionalized when Cage 
was 6. Cage has said that visiting his mom 
and meeting other asylum inmates had a huge 
effect. “If it weren’t for her, I don’t think I 
would have been able to act,” he told Rolling 
Stone in 1995. “Since I was 6 I had invented an 
imaginary world where I could go to and be 
these other characters. That’s probably where 
I started acting.” 

It makes sense: Cage adopted an unhinged 
form of acting because he was around some 
unhinged people when he was young. Playing 
unhinged has worked in his favor, like his Os- 
car-winning performance as an out-of-control 
Hollywood agent hellbent on drinking him- 
self to death in 1995’s “Leaving Las Vegas.” 

Yet, while where some people see Cage as 
an actor who seems bonkers, Danny Mears 
sees him as a dedicated actor. 

“He’s committed to doing this. No matter 
how absurd it is, no matter how weird it is, 


he is committed,” says the 27-year-old video 
editor who lives in L.A. “He might not always 
have the best material, or be working with the 
directors. But he is a man who is committed 
to the role. Always.” 

That is why Mears will spend this month 
seeing Cage’s entire filmography and blog- 
ging about it on his “Dissociative and Besot- 
ted Imprecision” blog (besottedimprecision. 
tumbir.com). Titled “31 Days in a Cage,” this 
little experiment will consist of Mears seeing 
59 movies starring Cage. Mears says he’s doing 
for two reasons: boredom and a love of Nico- 
las Cage. 

“T mean, even in a movie that’s not watch- 
able—like ‘Ghost Rider, for example, that 
you can’t even fathom having sat through, 
you can’t take your eye off him,” says Mears, 
who cites “Raising Arizona” as his fave Nic 
Cage movie. “Whatever he’s doing, he’s doing 
something that’s so weird, almost.” 

Mears says he most likely will take in “The 
Sorcerer’s Apprentice,” the latest, Bruck 
heimer-produced flick Cage stars in. As any 
Nic Cage fan will tell you, even if the movie is 
lousy, that nut will make it worth your while.

‘Leverage’ goes 
a little bit country 


Christian Kane has been waiting two years for “The Studio Job,” the 
next episode of his caper series, “Leverage.” 

In the episode, airing at 8 p.m. Sunday on TNT, Kane’s cocky, tough 
guy character Eliot Spencer shows his softer side when he goes under- 
cover as a country crooner to take down a corrupt record executive. 

It’s the perfect con for Kane to act out, considering he’s a country 
singer himself with a five-song EP out now anda full album on the 
way. He’s been pestering co-creator John Rogers to incorporate sing- 
ing into an Eliot storyline since the show’s first season. 

“A bunch of my great fans are like, “When are we going to see Eliot 
sing?” he told me recently. “Finally he goes, ‘All right.’ So I get to doa 
little bit of singing, which really made my day.” 

The episode was directed by Jonathan Frakes (“Star Trek: The Next 
Generation”), whom Kane called “the perfect person” for the job. But 
the actor seemed most thrilled to have worked with a childhood idol, 
John Schneider from “The Dukes of Hazzard.” Schneider plays that 
nasty record executive with a violent streak. 

“T was like, ‘Oh, my’; I got starstruck,” Kane said. “I would never 
miss a ‘Dukes’ episode. He’s a great guy. I got to fight him. I got to 
fight Bo Duke! ... You can’t ask for more than that.” 

The “Leverage” writers often weave cast members’ own interests 
into storylines, Kane said. Kane likes to cook, for example, and last 
season Eliot went undercover as a chef. Sophie (Gina Bellman), Parker 
(Beth Riesgraf), Hardison (Aldis Hodge) and Nate (Timothy Hutton) 
have all, at one time or another, played parts in cons that had them 
pretending to be experts at something the actors themselves enjoy as 
pastimes. 

But there is one interest of Kane’s he’s not sure Eliot will pursue, 
and that’s designing women’s swimwear and lingerie. Kane does just 
that for his Maverix clothing line. 

“That always sounds bad when you’re an actor to say that you have 
your own lingerie line, because everybody just immediately jumps to 
the pervert part.

Pulled pork 


has gone out of style. But 
it does suddenly seem 


Pork Shoppe, the latest in the string 
of affordable ’cue joints, is the work of 
Steven Ford and Michael Schimmel, 
who recently closed their long-running 
Moroccan-themed restaurant, Tizi 
Melloul. Along with chef Jason Hei- 
man, also a Tizi Melloul vet, they’ve 
traded the hookahs for a smoker, table 
service for counter service and left 
River North behind. 

Rather than focusing on one par- 
ticular regional style, they’re aiming 
to be an all-encompassing American 
barbecue joint that hits on traditions 
from every part of the county. And 
Avondale’s the big winner. 

We can’t stop thinking about... the 
pork belly pastrami (quarter pound 
$5, half pound $10). It’s not always 
available, but when it is, you're in for 
a treat: thick, salty, coriander- and 
paprika-crusted cuts of cold pork belly 
that almost melt away in your mouth. 
(It’s cured for 10 days and smoked for 
12 to 13 hours, then sliced and served 
deli-style.) Order it in a sandwich—you 
can get any of the meats here on an egg 
brioche bun for $1 more—and top it 
with the tart and tangy sauce. Barbecue 
purists might scoff, but we think it’s 
worth straying from tradition. 

We’d pass on... the brisket (quarter 
pound $6.30, half pound $13). About 
12 hours of smoking over a blend of 
oak, hickory, applewood and mesquite 


gives it depth that’s lacking in some 
other meats (the pulled chicken, in par- 
ticular), but it was too dry for us. We'd 
give it a second chance but order it ina 
brisket taco ($2) and finish it off with a 
healthy dose of spicy sauce. Alternately, 
try the herb-rubbed steak (quarter 
pound $5, half-pound $10). A quick 
smoke—“quick” means about two 
hours in the barbecue world—lends 
flavor without the drying effect. 

Be sure to... sample the baby-back 
ribs (half-slab $11, whole slab $19). The 
traditional dry rub takes an exotic spin 
thanks to a little clove, rose hips and 
a few other secrets Heiman hesitates 
to divulge. Like all the meats at Pork 
Shoppe, they’re served Texas-style — 
sauces are there for the taking if you 
want them, but you'll be fine without. 

Speaking of sauce... The three 
sauces are an equal opportunity mix: 

a sweet, molasses- and citrus-tinged 
Kansas City-style sauce; a tangy, 
vinegar-based, Carolina-style sauce; 
and a spicy, chile-spiked Southwestern 
sauce. 

We were stumped by... the sauce 
containers. They’re self-service pumps, 
which is great for dressing your own 
meats. But they’re the big opaque 
plastic kind that splatter and belch 
deeply when the sauce runs low, like at 
the ballpark. 

We were pleasantly surprised by ... 
the jalapeno corn bread ($3.50). With 
buttermilk and a little monterey jack 
cheese in the batter, it manages to stay 
moist without compromising texture. 

We'll be back to... explore the bour- 
bon selections. Pork Shoppe landed a 
liquor license Saturday, but it came so 
close on the heels of the opening that 
the owners didn’t have time to polish 
the beverage program right away. 
(Shiner Bock and Brooklyn lager have 
joined the mix for $4 and $5, respec- 
tively.) As of this week, you can choose 
from four bourbons, including Basil 
Hayden’s ($7) and Woodford Reserve 
($8).

Mark Bires and Mindy Friedler, the 
couple behind new West Loop po’ 
boy shop Mac and Min’s, know sand- 
wiches. They opened sammie-centric 
counter-service spot Jerry’s in 2002, 
and their table-service Wicker Park 
spinoff continues to draw crowds with 
a menu of more than 100 sandwiches. 
They also know New Orleans. They 
travel to the Crescent City once or 
twice a year to revel in the music and 
the food. So when it felt like time to 
reconcept the original Jerry’s, po’ boys 
seemed the natural next step. 


Main attraction: More than 20 po’ 
boys—from traditional (fried shrimp, 
$8.95) to North-South hybrids (voodoo 
chicken, a fried chicken breast in buf- 
falo sauce, $7.45) to vegetarian (fried 
green tomatoes, $7.45). It’s BYOB too. 


Best value: The muffuletta, an ad- 
mirable interpretation of the original 
popularized by NOLA’s Central Grocery. 
It’s stacked to a height of about 5 inches 
with mortadella, spicy capicola, salami, 
ham and provolone cheese, then topped 
with chopped olive salad. The bread, 
made just for Mac and Min’s by West 
Town bakery La Farine, is more chewy 
ciabatta than traditional fluffy muffu- 
letta loaf, but it doesn’t skimp on size: 
Each round is a full 9 inches in diameter. 
A quarter muffuletta ($7.45) is a meal. A 
whole ($23.95) should not be eaten by 
fewer than two very hungry people.
